Oyster Bay. N. Y., July J.—Official 
announcement was made by President 
Roosevelt Sunday of the names of the 
Russian and Japanese envoys to the 
Washington 
peace 
conference. 
The 
character and ability of the men se­ 
lected 
by 
both 
belligerents 
is 
an 
earnest of the desire of their respec­ 
tive governments to conclude, if pos­ 
sible, the tragedy boing enacted in the 
far East. 
The plenipotentiaries are: 
Russian — Ambassador 
Muravieff, 
formerly minister of justice, and now 
ambassador to Italy, and Baron Rosen, 
recently appointed as ambassador to 
the United States to succeed Count 
Cassini. 
Japanese—Baron Komura, minister 
of foreign affairs, and Kogoro J akahi- 
ra. minister 10 the United States. 
By direction of the president, Secre­ 
tary Loeb made the formal announce­ 
ment in the following statement; 
“The president, announces that the 
Russian aud 
Japanese governments 
have notified him that they have ap­ 
pointed the plenipotentiaries to meet 
here (Washington) as soon after the 
first of August as possible. 
The two 
Russian plenipotentiaries are Ambas­ 
sador Muravieff, formerly minister of 
justice, and now ambassador at Rome, 
and 
Ambassador Rosen. 
The 
Japa­ 
nese plenipotentiaries are Baron Ko­ 
mura, now minister of foreign affairs, 
and Minister Takahira. 
“It is possible that each side may 
send one or more additional represen­ 
tatives. 
The 
plenipotentiaries 
of 
both 
Russia and 
Japan will 
be en­ 
trusted with full power to negotiate 
and conclude a treaty of peace sub­ 
ject, of course, to ratification by their 
respective governments.” 
Acted as Intermediary. 
A day or two ago the Russian and 
Japanese governments formally com­ 
municated to President Roosevelt the 
names of the 
plenipotentiaries they 
respectively had selected. 
Acting as 
intermediary, the president communi­ 
cated the names of the Japanese en­ 
voys to the St. Petersburg government 
and those of the Russian representa­ 
tives 
to the 
government at 
Tokio. 
Having received 
from both 
govern­ 
ments assurances that 
the selections 
were satisfactory, the president, ac­ 
cording to his agreement with the bel­ 
ligerents, 
authorized the public 
an­ 
nouncement of the envoys. 
Some delay was occasioned in the 
selection of the plenipotentiaries by 
the instance of Japan that the envoys 
of both governments be clothed with 
full power to conclude peace ami to 
negotiate a permanent 
treaty. 
The 
Japanese government indicated point­ 
edly that the emperor would not per­ 
mit his envoys to enter upon a tenta­ 
tive conference in which Japan was to 
define its terms and then let Russia 
decide whether the conferees should 
proceed with their deliberations. The

government insisted that 
the 
plenipotentiaries 
should have 
con­ 
ferred on them 
treaty-making pow­ 
ers, and that the negotiations should 
he entered upon in a spirit of perfect 
sincerity. 
Such, too, was the position 
taken by 
President Roosevelt. 
Ile 
maintained that only bv clothing the 
envoys with ample authority to aet for 
their respective governments could a 
lasting peace be achieved. 
He strong­ 
ly urged the St. 
Petersburg govern­ 
ment to accede to what was regarded 
as a reasonable proposition of Japan. 
That he was successful in his presenta­ 
tion of the matter to the Russian em­ 
peror is Indicated clearly in the state­ 
ment which he issued Sunday.

St. Petersburg, 
July 
3.—The

precedented spectacle of a powerful 
modern battleship cruising around in 
the Black sea in the hands of a crew 
who under the rules of international 
law cannot be regarded as other than 
pirates and of the 
admiral in com­ 
mand of the rest cf the Buxine fleet 
frankly confessing his inability to cope 
with the situation and 
ordering tho 
fires of his warships to be drawn, has 
stupefied the Russian admiralty. 
The whereabouts of the errant bat­ 
tleship Kniaz Potemkine is unknown 
here; no plans for capturing her have 
been devised and the policy of non­ 
interference seems to be at present in 
vogue. 
The situation would furnish 
a liberetto for a comic opera were not 
the elements of the plot so serious. 
Dispatches from Odessa and Sevas­ 
topol, which are confirmed by the ad­ 
miralty, clear 
up fully the 
present 
situation. 
The Kniaz Potemkine has 
sailed 
from Odessa 
and is now 
at 
large, and her crew, reinforced by sym­ 
pathizers from shore, is still in con­ 
trol of the vessel. 
On the Gcorgi Pobiedonsetz, which 
cast 
iii its fortunes with the 
Kniaz 
Potemkine after its arrival at Odessa 
and landed its officers, the more loyal 
or more timorous portion of the crew, 
again 
gained the 
upper hand 
and 
agreed to surrender and disarm the 
ship. 
The rest of 
the squadron re­ 
turned to Sevastopol without ventur­ 
ing to take up the 
gauntlet thrown 
down by the mutineers on the Kniaz 
Potemkine, 
and 
Admiral 
Kruger, 
after a council of war, finding that he 


Could Not Depend Upon His Crews, 
ordered the fires drawn beneath the 
boilers of the ships and gave permis­ 
sion to all the disaffected officers and J 
sailors 
to quit the 
vessels and 
go 
ashore. 
The sailors 
of Ekatrina 
II. were 
known to be so mutinous that the bat­

the 
squadron started for Odessa, the whole 
crew dismissed ami the ship disarmed. 
The spirit 
manifested throughout 
the fleet goes far to explain the de­ 
feat in the sea of Japan, as a large

other negroes. 
A negro named Hicks 
did all the shooting, killing his wife, 
his mother-in-law and another woman.

there Hicks shot his wife dead and 
then shot promiscuously 
until four 
other negroes had fallen, making a 
total of seven victims.

Hicks has not 
been captured*. 


City of Mexico, July 3.—Reports are 
current here that from IOO persons up, 
with one report claiming even 1,000, 
have been drowned in a great flood at 
Guana jato, a mining city, now the im­

Seat of 
activity of 
several 
large American and British companies. 
The wires were down all day and the 
roads impassable. 
No news has been 
received directly and two reports are 
current, 
one saying 1,000
